IN THE SPECIFICATION 

Replace the paragraph beginning at page 2, line 1, with: 




First, acetone as a solvent, a positive or negative active material, a binder, a 
conductive material and a plasticizer are mixed to prepare a slurry. Then the slurry is 
\ deposited on a polyethylene (PET) base film with a doctor blade to form a thin sheet, the 
PET base film is removed to produce an electrode sheet of the corresponding active 
material. Then, the electrode sheets are laminated to both surfaces of each collector at a 
high temperature by applying pressure, and then cut to a predetermined size. 
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
